Kcundor, when by chnnco thoy obtumod the following otory from on 
Ecuadorian v/orann, who w»3 tho keeper of tho thormol bath houoo in 
Banou: "Tho woi.vm (NU) wmo bocoa mg frightened by wlmt che consid- 

ered on unuouol aituntion, which hnd nriuon ot tho bathhouse wnero 
oho lo onployol. It oppooro thot r.ho woo xoBtructod by tho ownor of 
tho thorunl bsthkouso. to turn tho key* over to a Corson aftor the 
normal cloaing tiao on Friday nights, This oho did on several occasion* 
whoa oao Friday night aho bocomo cunouo and hid hcrsolf in tho betfa- 
houoo oftor turning ovor tho koy to an unidontifiod German. Tils 
woman fltntod that at 2300, about f if toon (15) Corunna entered the beth- 
houao, apparently surrounding one porooa who always kept hie face cov- 
ered with « poncho. Tho fifteen Carmens, ell non, took up position* 
around tho both-houoo ond oppoored to be guarding tho one nan, who 
prooeodod to bn the in the hot botha.

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2) A few days aftor Idodnraoo JOIUNUGON and LODEN^T'CY hod heard tho above 
atory nt the thomal botha, thoy were out hiking in tha hills above 
Bonou, when thoy stopped to mot. While sitting olong the trail, they 
noticed about fiftoon non coning up the trail ell wearing penchoe of 
the native venoty. Whon thoy epprooohed close enough to recognize the 
two wocion, tho firot nan called out in Goman "attention" and the 
ontiro group imtodiotoly left tho troll for the underbrush. Before 
they disappeared thooe wan an sold they were able to see that they wore 
all cf German oppearance and that oao man in the middle kept his fsee 
half covered up at all timoa, however, they were able to see that h» 
h»d several large soars high on his cheek bones.

o) A third report on thia subject w«s received fran a usually reliable source 
from fornnr Nazi 0«mmu in Quito, os follows: 



1) "Mnrtin DolWANN in presently living m ono of tho old C'nina Coapa at 
"Oronzo Azul r (Poruvion Cron rengoo). Ho originally disembarked 
from n Oormon subnonno on tho Brazilian count, whore ho proceeded 
through tho interior of Urazil to Ecuodor. 301S1ANN wtib in Quito for 
o period of nbout two works, droanod os o Tmaciacoa Friar, ond ho 
otayod ia tho homo of a former Nazi. While ia Quito, ha wore a long 
boord and hod dyod hia hnir. Ho contactod V, 'alter fDIStiS, former pro- 
JJozi, ond Utofon^lATTIli, fornorly intorned jui the -Baited .Stot«» 
a Nozi, BOreWNM was informed by thoao Goranaa that thore hod beea 
rumors circuloting in Ecuador that bo was bora ond was living in the 
Orioato (Jungle oroo, cost of tho Andoa, which would be close to 
Bonos). BOIWANN ellogodly stated ho intended to proceed evantuolljr 
to Patagonia, vie Linn, Aroquvpa, Togua and kondozs, whore he ex* 
peated to find Hitler, Further, he requested oil farmer Nexio to 
oontxnuo using tho Nazi as lute among themselves. 
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
